2. Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Michael Monaco on 4/25/06. 

3. The appUcation has been amended as follows: 

Claim 7. A radio communication method of a base station used for a radio 
communication system employing CDMA (Code Division Multiple Access) for radio 
access and providing multi-rate transmission, the radio communication system including 
a base station controller, a pluraUty of base stations, and a pluraUty of mobile stations, the 
base station being one of said plurality of base stations, the radio communication method 
conq)rising steps of: 

transmitting code information by message from the base station controller 
controlling apparatus to one of the pluraUty of mobile stations, said code information for 
switching from a first code being used to a second code; 

transmitting timing information by message to the one of the plurality of mobile 
stations, said timing infoimation including an integer representing a frame at which the 
first code is switched to the second code; 

switching from the first code to the second code at the base station in 
synchronization with switching from the first code to the second code at the one of the . 
plurality of mobile station; and

receiving a con5)letion message from the one of the plurality of mobile stations 
indicating completion of switching from said first code being used to said second code at 
the one of the pluraUty of mobile stations. 

Claim 13. A base station used for a radio communication system employing 
CDMA (Code Division Multiple Access) for radio access and providing multi-rate 
transmission, the radio communication system including a base station controller, a 
plurality of base stations, and a plurality of mobile stations, the base station being one of 
said plurality of base stations, the base station comprising: 

a code switch informing unit configured to transmit code information by message 
to one of the plurahty of mobile stations, said code information for switching from a first 
code being used to a second code; 

a timing information sending unit configured to transmit timing information by 
message to the one of the plurality of mobile stations and to receive a conq)letion 
message from the one of the plurality of mobile stations indicating con[q)letion of 
switching at the one of the plurality of mobile stations, said timing information including 
an integer representing a frame at which the first code is switched to the second code; and 

a switching unit configured to switch from the first code to the second code at the 
base station in synchronization with [[a]] switching ef from the first code to the second 
code at the one of the plurality of mobile stations. 

Claim 19. A radio communication method of a base station used for a radio 
communication system employing CDMA (Code Division Multiple Access) for radio 
access and providing multi-rate transmission, the radio communication system including 
a base station controller, a plurality of base stations, and a pluraUty of mobile stations, the 
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base station being one of said plurality of base stations, the radio communication method 
comprising steps of: 

transmitting the code information by message to one of the plurality of mobile 
stations, said code information for switching from a first code being used to a second 
code; 

transmitting timing information by message to the one of the plurality of mobile 
stations, said timing information including an integer representing a frame at which the 
first code is switched to the second code; 

switching from the first code to the second code at the base station at said frame 
represented by said integer in synchronization with switching from the first code to the 
second code at the one of the plurality of mobile stations; and 

receiving a con5)letion message from the one of the plurality of mobile stations . 
indicating completion of switching at the one of the plurality of mobile stations at said 
frame represented by said integer. 

Claim 20. A base station used for a radio communication system employing 
CDMA (Code Division Multiple Access) for radio access and providing multi-rate 
transmission, the radio communication system including a base station controller, a 
pluraUty of base stations, and a plurality of mobile stations, the base station being one of 
said plurality of base stations, the base station comprising: 

a code switch informing unit configured to transmit code information by message 
to one of the plurahty of mobile stations, said code information for switching from a first 
code being used to a second code; 
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a timing information sending unit configured to transmit timing information by 
message to the one of the plurality of mobile stations, said timing information including 
an integer representing a frame at which the first code is switched to the second code and 
to receive a con5)letion message from the one of the plurality of mobile stations 
indicating completion of switching at the one of the pluraUty of mobile stations at said 
frame represented by said integer; and 

a switching unit configured to switch from the first code to the second code at the 
base station at said frame represented by said integer in synchronization with switching 
from the first code to the second code at the one of the plurality of mobile stations .
